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A proposed “‘air rights’’ building at 25th St. 
and Virginia Ave. over the Expressway and the 
PMI parking lot would completely block the view 
of Georgetown—a grand sight when walking or 
driving down Virginia Ave. The ‘‘air rights” 
building is shown on the National Geographic 
bird’s-eye view of what’s planned for Washington. 


Better than the ‘‘air rights’’ would beaslen- 
der Foggy Bottom Town Hall on the P MI property, 
with underground swimming pool, meeting room, 
and an auditorium-dance hall for the hundreds 
(thousands?) of Foggy Bottom ‘‘singletons’’, The 
slender town hall (Remember Stockholm?) would 
keep the ‘‘sweep of sky’’ and Georgetown’s heights 
in the Virginia Ave. panorama. 


City communities (Foggy Bottom) will not 
survive the erosion from outside their neighbor- 
hoods until such protective steps are taken. You 
can help by joining The Foggy Bottom Association.

(I used crumpled foil paper), in a water filled 
dish, in a dark closet will be ready for your win- 
dow in two weeks. Another two weeks will bring 
tall shoots and open the blossoms. Bulbs started 
every two weeks will keep the pretty sight and 
fragrance all winter. 


At press time the paper white narcissus 
bulbs could be obtained at Bolgiano’s (411 N.Y. 
Ave., N.E.), Hecht’s Parkington garden store 
(Wilson Blvd., Arlington) and A. Gude & Sons 
Nursery (Rt. 355 between Rockville and Gaithers- 
burg). Also hardware stores often have bulbs. 
Phone to have them saved for you. They are fast 
going. SEASONAL NOTE: Water all of your out- 
door plants before freeze-up (especially those in 
tubs or pots). Repeat during thaws.
